We believe at this time 
that the Koerting motor is the best, because of its simplicity and 
lightness. In the course of time it may be advisable to try the 
Diesel type, but for the moment we believe the Koerting motor 
should be our model for manufacture in Spain.”

The following particulars concerning tramways and telephones in 
Tramways and Bangkok are from a report by the Consul- 
Telephones of Géneral of the United States in that City :— 

Siosindh Bangkok enjoys the advantages of an electric- 
—_— light plant and of an electric tram line 6 miles 
long, and is now laying a second line of equal length. These are 
all private enterprises. The service of the two plants already in 
operation is fairly good, and, together with the introduction of the 
new tram line, they mark a decided advance in the development of 
the city. 
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The telephone system of Bangkok is decidedly bad. It is owned 
by the Government and forms part of the postal-telegraph depart- 
ment. 

Yet Bangkok is a city of magnificent distances, and, taking into 
consideration the manner in which the palace and its surrounding 
public buildings are separated from the legations and consulates, 
the distance of the walled city from the residences of most of the 
foreigners, of the large foreign firms one from the other, of the old 
palace group from the new palace in its beautiful park, and the 
entire division of the old city from the new by the river, which is 
crossed by no bridges, few cities are better fitted to appreciate a 
fiyst-class telephone system. ‘The Siamese are a people who know 
a good thing when they see it, and they, as well as the members of 
the foreign community, would generously patronise a good telephone 
system were it once established. ‘There should be at least 1,000 
instruments in use in the city, in place of 200, and this number, 
without question, would be largely increased as the fact was borne 
in upon the public that a telephone was invented to save time and 
for convenience. 

There would seem to be an opening for the introduction of an 
improved system in Bangkok, and, with the present condition of 
affairs, a few first-class instruments in some of the public buildings 
might soon work a change in the entire city. 


CHILE. 


According to the “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce” (Paris) of 

‘ : the 10th inst., the Chilean Senate has adopted 
Railway Rolling. draft Bill authorising the Chilean Govern- 
Stock, Rails, &c. ent to appropriate a total sum of 11,150,000 
dollars (836,000/.), to be spread over a period of four years, for 
the purchase of locomotives and rolling stock, as well as for the 
enlargement and construction of repairing shops and the up-keep 
of the permanent way, bridges and fixtures belonging to the State 
railways. 

It would appear by the single clause of the Bill that the 
Government of Chile is not bound to confine its orders solely to 
national workshops.

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THE PETROLEUM INDUSTRY OF JAPAN*—Continued. 


The following information with regard to the petroleum industry 
of Japan is in continuation of the article on pp. 62-65 of the last 
issue of the “ Board of ‘l'rade Journal ” :— 

Mention must be made of a new company which has recently 
been started called “The International Oil Company.” This 
company is an off-shoot of the well-known Standard Oil 
Company of New York which owns nearly all the shares. 
Investigations were conducted by the older company, and 
land in oil producing districts both in Echigo and in the 
Hokkaido was acquired by the new company on which to sink 
wells and also a property, stated to measure 1,950,000 square yards 
at Naoetsu on which a refinery has been erected. Pipe lines will 
be laid from Kashiwazaki to take the oil to the refinery which 
will have a working capacity of 1,000 barrels of crude oil per diem. 
The works are not yet complete, but they are expected to commence 
operations this year. ‘The formation of this new company has 
given rise to a good deal of speculation in oil shares, and the shares 
of several companies have been in considerable demand.

"South-west Africa, states that last year 120 
miles from Swakopmund to Karibib were 
completed, and traffic was ope..ed on that portion a few months ago. 

For the fiscal year 1901, 150,000/. have been appropriated for 

continuing the line toward Windhoek. After the whole line is com- 

pleted, it is intended that two freight trains shall be run daily and 
two passenger trains weekly. Twenty-eight double engines and four 
single engines will be provided for that purpose; the latter are 
principally to help the trains up steep grades. In the construction 
of the passenger cars, particular care will be taken to offer every 
possible comfort and protection to travellers, who otherwise would 
have to suffer severely in the hot climate of that region. It is 
proposed that seats shall be provided which by turning can be con- 
verted into beds. The cars will be protected by sunshades, dark 
glass, and window screens. Stations will be established at 

Swakopmund, Windhoek, Okahandja, and Karibib. The last, being 

well provided with good water, will be the central and repair station 

of the new line.

The first return prepared. under the new 
Transvaal Government of the value of imports has been issued, 
covering the first half of the year. The period prior to this, back 
to the outbreak of hostilities, will probably remain a blank, as far 
as returns or statistics of any kind are concerned, although the 
Mines Department are making the attempt to arrive at an 
approximation of the value of mineral productions. The figures 
just published in connection with the Customs Department indicate 
that, in spite of a state of war and limited operations offered for 
commercial enterprise, the volume of trade has been of fairly large 
proportions, and full of promise for the future. The total value 
of imports for the half-year in question was 1,143,192/. This does 
not include goods imported for the Field Force Canteen, which in 
itself must be a considerable item, nor for the local Government, 
military, or railway purposes. The goods enumerated in the 
return are simply those imported under permit for civil con- 
sumption, and are strictly confined to necessaries, with, perhaps, 
an occasional exception in the case of returning families, who desire 

to bring some of their household goods with them.

This industry 
might be developed, but the prices offered to natives are not 
sufficient to induce them to enter into the laborious occupation 
of collecting and curing the béche-de-mer. The groups have 
not been prospected for pearl-shell, which has been found at times 
and exported in small quantities. 

Trade might be increased were firms to pay more attention to 
local requirements. Business, in many respects, is carried on as. 
irregularly as was the case before the assumption of the Protectorates. 


Improvements might be effected by firms increasing the quality of 


their goods, and offering a better assortment, also by paying more 
regard to the value of time. This would reduce expenses and 


enable a reduction to be made in prices charged, which are out of 
proportion to those ruling in other places, where, in many 


instances, heavy import duties prevail.

application from the firm represented is conveyed to this Depart- 
ment through the local Chamber of Commerce, accompanied by an 
assurance from the Secretary of the Chamber that the photograph 
is that of the person in whose favour the certificate is required.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far ag 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to al! inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses ; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists 
of Firms engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &e. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
